NE evening Evelyn and Jack teased daddy for a “funny kind of a 
story”—not an animal story, nor a story about fairies, nor about 
some great man, they said.

“Who’s Zintka. and where did he get his funny name?” asked Jack. 
“You ought to say. ‘Where did she get her queer name?’ ” said daddy. 
“Zintka was a little Indian girl who was found od a battlefield by American 
soldiers and was adopted by an American army officer and his w ife. Iou 
shall hear later how she got her name. 
“It all happened about twenty years ago. when some Indians who did n«t 
want the Americans to rule their country made war against the western set­ 
tlers. 
For a time things went very badly for the white people, for the In­ 
dians shot all they could reach and burned their homes. 
But the government 
sent soldiers who fought and beat the Indians. 
One dav there was a great, 
last fight, and the Indians had to run away. 
There was an Indian woman 
with her little baby girl a year or two old, and the woman was shot and killed 
by accident When the Indians ran away from the white soldiers they forgot 
about the two and left them behind. 
“Soon after the battle it began to snow, and the storm was very heavy for 
three days, so heavy that the white men could not go out to help the wounded 
Indians. 
When they did go out they found the baby with her dead mother.
